Law Department. 

This department is in successful operation with an efficient 
corps of Professors. An attendance of two years, or its equiv- 
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alent is required. Students from other law schools will herd 
ceived to a corresponding grade. Applicants tor adinissiol 
who have read law for one year under a competeut lawyer! 
and who pass a satisfactory examination, will be admitted to 
the second course of lectures. At the conclusion of two yearn 
course of study a faithful examination will take place, and 
those whose proficiency in the knowledge of law warrants it 
will receive the degree of Bachelor of Laws, entitling them to 
practice in the Courts of Louisiana. 

This Uuiversity gives an annual course of Lectures com-J 
menciug 1st Monday of November and ending in March eaj 
suing, or as soon as practicable thereafter. Students are re] 
commended to enter early in the term if possible. 

Students are recommended to consult and become familiar! 
with the following works; Story on the Constitution; Vattel'J 
Law of Nations, or Wheaton's Elements of International Law! 
the Louisiana Civil Code and Code of Practice ; Eevised Statl 
utes of Louisiana and the United States Statutes; and Statl 
utes of a general nature subsequently passed ; the Institutes of 
Justinian; Domat's Civil Law ; Pothier's Treatise on Obligal 
tions; Blaokstone and Kent's Commentaries; Smith on Merl 
cantile Law ; Story or Parson on Notes ; Chitty, or Bayly on 
Bills; Greenleaf, Starkie, or Phillips on Evidence; Kussell oil 
Crimes ; Hennen's, Walker's and Louque's Digests, and the del 
cisions of the Supreme Court of Louisiana generally. 

Facilities will be afforded to consult such of the above as 
may be expensive or inconvenient for the student to possess! 

Each Lecturer will instruct in the science or theory and prac-1 
tice of the department of Law assigned to him, according tol 
the usage of the Courts of the United States and the State of 
Louisiana. 

The instructions in each department of Law will cover not* 
only the science or theory, but the practice as known in the] 
Courts of the United States and State of Louisiana. 

Terms: $56 00 a year, in advance. 

At graduation an additional charge of $5 00 will be madei 
for diploma aud other incidental expenses. 



Lectures will be regularly given in Exegesis, Systematic Theo- 
logy, Ecclesiastical History, Pastoral Theology and Homiletics. 
The privileges of the department are accessible to all who dej 
sire to qualify themselves for the Christian ministry. College 
graduates and students of advanced standing are especially dej 
sired. The benefits of the Theological lectures are afforded toj 
all, without cost, whose character and abilities justify their) 
choice of the sacred office of the Ministry. 
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Students who have received a diploma of graduation from a 
College or University, will, at the completion of a three year's 
course of study in this department, receive the Degree of Bach- 
elor of Divinity. 

Students who have not received a College education, will re- 
ceive, upon leaving this department, a certificate stating the 
length of time spent in theological studies, and the character 
au d scholarship attained. 



Music.

History. 

The Institution is controlled and supported by the America 
Missionary Association, New York. In 1869 the plan m 
formed to'establish a University in New Orleans for the educaj 
tion of the colored people in . this and adjoining States. Th« 
ground was purchased by the American Missionary Associaj 
tion, and the building was erected by theGovernment and ded' 
cated in February, 1870. The act of incorporation is date 
June 25th, 1769, in which it is stated that the University' 
endowed " with the power to confer all such honors and degrff 
as are conferred by Universities of the United States of Ani< 
ica." The building erected on Esplauade street in 1870, ws 
destroyed by fire February 16th, 1877. 

The new University building on Canal street (corner 
Tonti), has been occupied four years. We regard it as a mode 
building, in its convenience, its economy of space, and in a 
its appointments for school purposes. The buildi ;g is locate 
on spacious ground, in the most healthy portion of the citj 
God has crowned the University with His blessings in the pa»?
